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This new story sees the return of the fierce Ice Warriors from Mars, 
as well as the first appearance of three new "monsters" - Arcturus 
and Alpha Centuari, non-humanoid delegates to an inter-galactic 
conference, and Aggedor, a fierce beast venerated by the natives of 
a backward planet. 


THE STORY 


On the remote fringes of the galaxy is a primitive planet, ruled 
from a citadel on a mountain top by a king who bears its name - 
Peladon. 


Young King Peladon wants to improve life for his subjects, and so 
he has applied for admission to the Galactic Federation, an union 
of all the intelligent life forms in the Galaxy. A delegation 

has been sent by the Federation to assess Peladon's suitability for 
membership, and most of its members are already assembled. There 
are Arcturus, Alpha Centauri and the Ice Warrior, Izyr. Only the 
delegate from Earth has still to arrive. 


While the delegates wait, there is bitter disagreement between the 
King and his Chancellor, Torbis, on the one side and the High Priest 
Hepesh on the other. The priest believes that contact with the 
worlds outside will ruin the Peladon they know. Soon afterwards 
Torbis is murdered, apparently by Aggedor, a semi-mythical monster, 
guardian of the planet's traditions. 


Doctor Who and Jo Grant enter the scene when the Tardis makes an 
erratic landing near the Citadel; the Doctor is taken for the 
missing delegate from Earth and Jo for a royal princess. 


It soon becomes apparent that someone is trying to wreck the 
conference. Attempts are made to kill the Doctor and other 
delegates and, accused falsely of sacrilege, Doctor Who has 
to do battle with the King's Champion.

Eventually the Doctor discovers that the High Priest is being | 
manipulated by one of the delegates, who has his own reasons 
for sabotaging the conference. The plot is exposed, and plans 
for Peladonts admission can go ahead. 


Jo and the Doctor slip away to the Tardis, just as the real Earth 
delegate arrives. Their departure is not without faint regrets 
on Jo's part; King Peladon had asked her to become his Queen.

EPISODE ONE (Recording No. 76488) 


In his Citadel King Peladon is awaiting the meeting of delegates 
from the Galactic Federation who are to discuss whether his backward 
planet, which bears the same name as himself, is to become one of 
their members. Peladon is supported by most of his advisers, who 
agree that joining the Federation will help to improve the condition 
of the people, but the High Priest Hepesh is against the idea. 

He feels that their traditions will be overthrown for alien ideas. 


Torbis, the Chancellor, is killed, apparently by Aggedor, a mythical 
beast said to arise to fulfil the ancient curse of Peladon. 


All the delegates have arrived, with the exception of the one from 
Earth. 


In the meantime, in the Tardis, Doctor Who is delighted to find 

that his machine is working again. But his short spin has brought 

him to Peladon. Jo is annoyed - she is dressed for an evening date 
- and far from pleased to find herself on the side of a rocky hill. 

They can see the Citadel of Peladon, and decide to make their way 
there to ask for help. 


In the Citadel, Hepesh still cannot persuade the King to give up 
the idea of Galactic Federation membership. He summons the King's 
Champion, the dumb Grun, and hypnotises the man. Then he tells 
him that the alien delegates are enemies and must be dealt with. 
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The Doctor and Jo have found their way into the castle and are 
making their way into the castle. They are taken to the throne 
room where the King is talking to the delegates. All at once’ 
assume that this is the missing delegate from Earth, and in order 
to protect Jo - only men of rank and women of royal blood are 
allowed in the citadel - Doctor Who introduces her as the Princess 
of Tardis. 


As the delegates are leaving for their own conference room a statue, 
pushed by an unseen Grun, begins to fall towards them. 


EPISODE TWO (Recording No. 76521) 


The Doctor sees what is happening, and pushes the delegates out 
of the way. Peladon notes that this time Aggedor did not appear, 
and he says that negotiations must continue. Jo slips away and 
discovers that there are marks of footprints where the statue 

once stood, and she picks up a small metallic object. i 


The delegates retire to consider whether they should stay or gò. 


Peladon asks Jo to be his friend; she says that she is strictly 
neutral. 


In a hidden temple, before a statue of Aggedor, Hepesh is ordering 
Grun to kill the Doctor. 


Doctor Who identifies the metallic object as the key to a Martian 

space ship. From what he knows of them in the past it is more 

than possible that the Ice Warriors are plotting a devious course. 

Then they discover that someone has been trying to kill the delegate 
from Arcturus, whose life system is run mechanically. The Qactor 
repairs the damage. Hepesh puts the blame on Aggedor. The delegates 
realise that someone with a far more sophisticated knowledge of 
circuitry must be responsible. Arcturus says the attack was too 

quick for the attacker to be seen. 


Jo discovers the circuit taken from Arcturus in the room occupied 
by the Ice Warriors. One of them finds her there, and immediately 
assumes she is the person responsible for the attack. 


The Doctor is lured into the temple by Grun, and then accused by 
Hepesh of sacrilege. For this there is no defence, and only one 
punishment - death. 
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EPISODE THREE (Recording No. 76722) 


In spite of pleas for mercy by the chief Ice Warrior, Peladon is 
unable to spare the Doctor's life. However he is allowed an 
honourable alternative to execution; combat to the death with 
the King's Champion, Grun. 


Peladon, whose mother came from Earth, regrets that the old, cruel 
laws of his planet have not yet been overthrown, and he asks Jo 

to marry him to help him lead his people to a better life. 

But he cannot release the Doctor. 


Doctor Who receives a visit from Hepesh, who tells him that the 
Tardis is being brought to the Citadel, and that he will help the 
two supposed Earth delegates to escape. He does not want to 
invite vengeance by having the Doctor killed. His antagonism 

is because he feels that the other members of the Federation 

will exploit Peladon for its minerals and corrupt its people, 

and he lets slip that he does not stand alone. He leaves the 
Doctor constructing a device. 


The other delegates are thinking of leaving, but the Ice Warrior 
votes against their decision, which must be unanimous. He feels 
gratititude for his rescue from death when the statue fell. Jo 
says she will take him to where the Doctor is imprisoned. They 
discover that he has escaped. 


In the tunnels the Doctor meets Aggedor, an ape like beast, and 
with his hypnotic device brings the creature under his control. 
Then he overcomes Grun in combat and spares the man's life, only 
to be menaced himself by Arcturus. But again the Ice Warrior 
comes to the rescue. 


EPISODE FOUR (Recording No. 76723) 


Arcturus is destroyed by the Ice Warrior - he was the power behind 
Hepesh, who is still alive in the tunnels. Doctor Who tells the 
others that Aggedor is a real beast, thought to be extinct, but 
captured and trained by the High Priest. 


Hepesh believes everything Arcturus told him, and will go to any 
lengths to stop Peladon from joining the federation. 


Grun tries to stop his plans, but is attacked and stunned. The 
Doctor finds him. 
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In the meantime Hepesh and his men take Peladon prisoner, and then 
insists on the delegates coming with him to the throne room. 


In the meantime, once again the Doctor has Aggedor under control, 
and then leads the beast and Grun to the throne room. Hepesh 
orders the creature to kill the Doctor, but instead it turns on 
its one-time master. 


The delegates agree to admit Peladon to the federation, and ceremonies 
for the King's coronation are about to begin. The Doctor and Jo. . 
propose to stay and watch it, but the unexpected arrival of the 

real Earth delegate, Amazonia, causes a rapid change of plan... 

They take off hastily in the Tardis. 
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
